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Redwood City’s Trailer Group Ministers in a Unique Kind of 


OPEN-AIR EVANGELISM: 


S he lurched from the door- 

way of the tavern, the drink- 

er found himself confronted 
by a neatly dressed Gospel worker of- 
fering him a Salvation tract. The 
drinker took it. He read it and in a 
few moments tears were coursing 
down his cheeks. He expressed defi- 
nite interest in the Gospel and invited 
the worker to go with him to his 
home. Arriving there the worker 
found the drinker’s wife, herself an 
alcoholic, and equally as responsive to 
the Gospel message. Together they 
knelt down and prayed the penitent’s 
prayer, requesting divine help to be 
delivered from this insnaring habit. 
As they rose from their knees, the 
drinker reported, “I feel different. 
Well be in church Sunday morning.” 

And so they were, and their chil- 
dren in Sunday School too. And thus 
were more lives and another home 
transformed by the saving grace of 
Jesus Christ. And thus also was the 
conclusion of another successful street 
meeting by the Redwood City Assem- 
bly of God Trailer Group. 

This street meeting program began 
several years ago amongst the laymen 
of the Redwood City Assembly. The 
leader of the program has largely been 
Brother Jim Bradley, although former 
pastor, Wesley Steelberg Jr., and pres- 
ent pastor, Ed Scratch, are both en- 
thusiastic endorsers and supporters 
of this effort. Originally the program 
was simply a Saturday night street 
meeting at the main intersection of 
their hometown of Redwood City.

Through the months the program was 
expanded to include many other pen- 
insula cities with a trailer to transport 
equipment and, in some instances, to 
serve as a platform and portable sign- 
board at the place where the meeting 
was to be held. 

Redwood. City’s Trailer Group con- 
sists of about a dozen energetic and 
faithful Gospel believers who work

together as a team. The group in- 
cludes an organist, various vocal solo- 
ists and instrumentalists. Everyone 
is sold on the power of the Gospel of 
Christ and the effectiveness of per- 


sonal witness. Their leader, Jim 
Bradley, was converted through an 
open-air witness in San Francisco in 
1947. He now is an insurance brok- 
er located in Palo Alto. 

A very special aspect in the min- 
istry of the Trailer Group is their an- 


nual summer tour. This tour extends © 


for one week and represents for most 
of the group one week of their vaca- 
tion time. The team travels to some 
resort area such as Lake Tahoe for 
the express purpose of constituting a 
Gospel witness at the height of the va- 
cation season. Each morning the par- 
ty meets together for prayer and Bible 
study. In the afternoon they journey 
out to a neighboring town or city and 
conduct a street meeting. In the eve- 
ning they conduct another meeting, 
either in the resort town or in one ad- 
jacent. Where possible the party 
works with the Assembly of God pas- 
tor and directs all converts to the local 
Assembly of God in the area where 
they are ministering. Those that have 
participated in this missionary pro- 
gram report that they returned from 
it refreshed and restored and rejoic- 
ing in the Lord far more than they 
might if they merely spent their va- 
cation on ordinary vacation pursuits. 

Through the years of experience, 
the Trailer Group has developed an 
unusually successful formula for street 
meetings. The meeting begins with 
the entire group gathered around the 
michrophone for an opening song or 
two. There is a brief announcement 
of their arrival and an invitation for 
people to listen. Then all but three 
of the workers scatter from the micro-

“Joy to the World the Lord is Come. 
Let earth receive her King.” 

The greatest missionary story ever 
recorded is the Christmas story of “He 
who existed in the form of God yet 
he emptied himself and took upon 
him the form of a servant, and became 
obedient unto the death of the cross.” 
This is Paul’s conception of Christ- 
mas: God steps down and appears 
in the form of man. The man Jesus 
steps down and becomes a servant — 
a missionary to a foreign land. His 
- words were misunderstood, his mes- 
sage was seemingly ignored and to 
some it appeared that. His very mis- 
sion on earth was in vain for “the 
servant’ steps down to death on the 
cross. He becomes the Revealer of 
God’s love. To be conscious of this 
spirit of Christ and to practice it is the 
true meaning of Christmas. 

The message the Angels sang was 
worldwide because of: UNIVERSAL 
SIN, The Destroyer of Joy. The 
whole world is under the curse of sin 
“for there is no man that sinneth not, 
for all have sinned and come short of 
the glory of God.” The purpose of 
Christ’s coming was singular in pur- 
pose; to redeem the world from the 
condemnation of sin and death.

REVIVAL FIRES IN 
MEETINGS IN EUROPE 


Five months of evangelistic work 
in Europe are behind us, and we 
praise the Lord that they have been 
months of a most blessed and fruit- 
ful ministry. We began in Italy, and 
there we ministered in thirty-two 
churches. Thus we touched a good 
number of the Pentecostal people and 
pastors. These were days in which 
the Lord was pleased to give us many 
“signs following.” In every locality 
we found the people hungry, the 
churches packed, and the need for 
larger quarters urgent. At the mo- 
ment there is persecution only in some 
isolated spot. The Chief Justice of 
Italy’s Constitutional Court has put 
pressure on the government to com- 
ply with its rulings allowing Protes- 
tant churches to post signs on their 
churches and also to prohibit the 
promiscuous arrests of Protestant be- 
lievers. 

Our next meetings were in Norway 
for the Oslo Filadelfia Church. We 
met in a large conference tent. Night 
after night we saw the tent, which 
seated 3,000, packed, and many nights 
all the people could not be seated. It 
was a joy to see the altars lined with 
seeking hearts. Especially outstand- 
ing there were the many young men 
who came to the Lord. 

Our next six weeks were spent in

phone and take up positions at previ- 
ously arranged posts in the immedi- 
ate area. Usually each street corner 
is covered with as many workers as 
necessary to provide tracts to passers- 
by. It is the workers at these corner 
posts who do the personal witnessing 
to the background of the program 
being presented over the loudspeak- 
er from the central meeting point. 
Those behind the michrophone inter- 
sperse testimonies with Gospel songs 
and special numbers. By pre-arrange- 
ment various workers at their assigned 
posts return to the microphone to ful- 
fill their part in the program while the 
person previously there takes the as- 
signed post and carries on the tract 
and personal witnessing ministry. 
Hence, through this rotation system 
there are always. about three workers 
at the microphone and the remainder 
are passing tracts and making person-

Most of the meetings in the penin- 
sula towns are held Friday evenings 
since that has become the main shop- 
ping night just as Saturday used to 
be. The meetings are usually plan- 
ned to begin at about 7:30 with, if 
possible, an hour of prayer preceeding 
the outdoor meeting. 

One of the outstanding facts re- 
ported by these workers is that it is 
a rare meeting that does not see at 
least one who requests prayer and 
makes a profession to accept Christ. 
Often, of course, there are more.

Social Security and 
Church Contributions 


A Selected Reprint from a Recent Issue 
of our Minister’s Quarterly Letter 


Social Security Deadline — 
April 15, 1957. 


We note from the questionnaires 
being received there is an alarming 
number of our ministers who have 
not as yet signed up for Social Secur- 
ity. Possibly they do not realize the 
danger of forever losing their right to 
social security protection. At the time 
the law was passed which permitted 
ministers of religion to become par- 
takers of social security, the require- 
ment was made that all ministers who 
were ordained prior to January l, 
1955 must sign their waivers before 
April 15, 1957, or forever be barred 
from the privilege of securing this 
protection. Once they sign, however, 
the decision is irrevocable. 

Ministers who are ordained after 
January 1, 1955 are given two years 
time in which to sign up for Social 
Security. If they do not sign up be- 
fore the expiration of the two years 
time, they will be forever barred from 
Social Security benefits. 

It is possible that some of those 
ministers who have not signed up for 
social security are depending on re- 
ceiving some aid from the Benevol- 
ence Fund which has been provided 
for the older ministers of the Assem- 
blies of God who are in need. It is 
true that such a fund has been estab- 
lished, and we are now giving finan- 
cial aid from this fund to a number 
of older ministers who cannot qualify 
for social security benefits. But this 
fund is not now and never will be 
adequate to provide for the actual 
needs of retired ministers. The bene- 
fits to be provided through social se- 
curity are so much greater than the 
aid which may be made available 
through the Benevolence Fund _ that 
our ministers cannot afford to fail to 
avail themselves of this provision. 

Among the excuses we have noted 
on the questionnaires are the follow- 
ing: “I cannot afford it!” and “I don't 
believe in it!” You may feel you can- 
not afford to set aside 3% of your in- 
come for social security, but if and 
when you reach the age of 65 and find 
that you have made no provision for 
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your future, you may find your breth- 
ren of the Assemblies of God are un- 
able to take care of you from the 


Benevolence Fund, as much as they 
may desire to do so. They may also 
say to you, “You could have availed 
yourself of this help, but did not do 
it. Why?” Furthermore, we find that 
some of our churches are helping 
their pastors out by raising salaries or 
setting aside for the pastor as much 
as 8% of salary to be used by him for 
making social security payment. 
Churches are concerned about the fu- 
ture of their pastors and are willing 
to help in many instances. 

To those who do not believe in 
Social Security, as provided by the 
government, we would ask, “Do you 
believe in life insurance or any other 
form of protection?” Social Security 
is nothing more than a form of life 
insurance, provided through a mutual 
plan, for all who are participants con- 


tributing toward the retirement of 


those who reach the normal retire- 
ment age of 65 years. Furthermore, 
there are definite and substantial 
benefits in the form of insurance for 
wives and members of the family, in 
the event of your death prior to nor- 
mal retirement age, provided you 
have been in the plan for as long as 
six quarters of time (one and a half 
years ).

All Resolutions (except emer- 
gency measures) must be in the 
hands of the Resolution Committee 
by December 15 prior to the con- 
vening of the District Council ses- 
sion.

Because of these great benefits, 
which cannot be provided through 
any plan which might be devised by 
your church, we urge that all mini- 
sters sign up for Social Security now, 
instead of waiting for the limit of 
time set up by the government. Ask 
your Internal Revenue Office, where 
you file your income tax returns, for 
the Waiver Certificate for use by 
ministers, electing coverage under 
Title II of the Social Security Act, 
and do it now. 


Closer Supervision of Contributions 
To Be Made by Internal 
Revenue Department 


A representative of the Interna: 
Revenue Department visited the 
South Texas District Council on June 
20th and spent an hour talking to the 
preachers about keeping accurate re- 
cords of all contributions. It was 
stated to them that the Internal Re- 
venue Department will no longer ac- 
cept reports of contributions to 
churches unless they are backed up 
by receipts or other evidence to prove 
the contributions have actually been 
made. Churches are urged to use the 
envelope system, so that statements 
covering contributions can be issued 
to contributors to substantiate their 
claims. If claims cannot be substan- 
tiated, then they will not be allowed. 
According to reports we are receiving 
from other parts of the country, mem- 
bers of churches who have been con- 
tributing cash for the support of the 
church, and who have no receipts to 
prove their claim, are being challeng- 
ed by the Internal Revenue Depart- 
ment and the claims are not being al- 
lowed. All pastors should take heed 
to this threat and should take steps 
to protect their members, and also to 
protect themselves for their personal 
contributions.

Every morning, as I look into the 
faces of thirty sixth graders, I feel a 
great thrill in the challenge I see. As 
a Christ Ambassador, I have a chance 
to influence and guide the lives of a 
greater percentage of the unchurched 
population of our community than our 
own minister does. These children 
will be under my care longer than 
they will probably be with their own 
parents, therefore, I have a chance to 
be a very important molding force in 
their lives and probably the only one 
in some cases. 

I think that every person can look 
back and remember some _ teacher 
along the way that was a tremendous 
boost to his or her philosophy of life. 
It is true in my case. It has been said 
that young people who are now train- 
ing for teaching were once students in 
the fourth to sixth grades who found 
what they considered as an ideal per- 
son in a teacher, These, then are the 
years to exemplify the Christian Life 
before them. 

*®iThe jother night I was thinking 
about the number of lives a tutor di- 


rectly influences in twenty years and 
the figure came between six hundred 
to eight hundred men and women. 
Some missionaries have never had an 
opportunity like this! To show the 
power of far reaching influence, these 
adults will bring up their children in 
the light of what they, themselves, 
have learned as right and good. The 
chain reaction’ of the Hydrogen Bomb 
couldn’t be more powerful speaking in 
terms like this. 

At present there is a student from 
a nearby college who is doing some 
practice teaching in my classroom 
and at the same time is working and 
earning $6500 a year. Since he would 
have to take $2500 less .a -year when 
he starts teaching, I couldn't help ask- 
ing him why he decided to change. 
He replied that he wanted job satis- 
faction more than anything else and 
he thought he would find it in teach- 
ing. The satisfactions for a Christian 
are many since he has the inspiration 
of the Master teacher. Chances to 
witness, outside of living the life be- 
fore them, are numerous even though

the state law prohibits your preaching 
of a particular doctrine. People often 
come asking advice on how to solve 
their problems with themselves as 
well as with their children.

The Sunday School for white chil- 
dren was only a month old yet it be- 
came so popular that children would 
rather attend it than go with their 
parents to beautiful Lake Nyasa for 
a vacation. There are only 3 schools 
for white children in the whole of 
Nyasaland, consequently our children 
have to go and stay at these schools. 
It was a sad day when we took our 
7 year old son away to boarding 
school but he smiled through his tears 
when he heard the Headmistress ask 
me to come every other Sunday and 
have S. S. in the school house. I had 
no literature on hand for white chil- 
dren so quickly wrote to the B.G.M.C. 
and soon bundles of S. S. papers be- 
gan to arrive. Our first Sunday we 
only had a few children, but they en- 
joyed our lively American motion 
choruses and the pretty colorful S.S. 
papers to such an extent that they be- 
gan to invite their other friends. The 


whole town began to talk about the 
only S. S. in town for white children. 

Fathers and mothers were invited 
to our big Christmas S.S, party. We 
gave the children S.S. papers and 
gifts. One Englishman said Sunday 
School wasn’t fun like that when he 
was a boy and all the parents ex- 
pressed their gratitude to the boys 
and girls of the Assemblies of God in 
America for the literature they had 
sent to make their children happy. 
They had never seen anything like it 
before. You can imagine how proud 
I was to tell them about a young boy 
I know in America that had saved the 
money his Daddy had given him for 
a milk shake and put it in the 
B.G.M.C. offering. It was a witness 
to them that our boys and girls in this 
country truly love Jesus and are will- 
ing to sacrifice that other boys and 
girls all over the world might learn to 
know about Him through the printed 
page. 

Across the river in front of a mud 
hut sat a group of African children 
singing the same choruses the white 
children sing.

29,605 Israel Immigrants 


In Past Year 

A total of 29,605 persons migrated 
to Israel during twelve months ending 
August 1, 1955. Of these, 25,474 came 
from North Africa, 2,040 from Asia, 
1,163 from Europe, 40 from South 
Africa and 888 from the Americas. 
No longer are immigrants herded into 
camps of tin and tarpaulin huts. They 
are moved into homes in settlement 
and development areas immediately 
upon their arrival. Housing is fin- 
ally catching up with immigration in 
Israel, where the number of dwelling 
apartments has doubled in seven 
short years. 


Sunday School Attendance 
Is Rewarding 

Nineteen potential heirs of the late 
Mrs. Kate Landes have good reason 
to reconsider the value of Sunday 
School attendance. Mrs. Landes left 
$500 each to 17 nieces and nephews 
and two friends — provided they could 
correctly answer a four-fold question- 
naire she composed before her death. 
The questions: (1) Do you smoke? 
(2) Do you drink? (3) Do you attend 
church every Sunday? (4) Do you 
attend Sunday School every Sunday? 

Three heirs have answered satis- 
factorily and certified they are elig- 
ible for their $500. Fourteen others 
replied variously, some of them de- 
clining to claim the money. Two have 
not been heard from. 

While the three who answered sat- 
isfactorily replied have received a 
monetary reward for their virtues, we 
are sure that they — and all who can 
answer these questions correctly — 
receive a much greater reward in 
spiritual and physical blessings. 
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Prison Population in U. S. 
Rises 1.7% 


A total of 185,069 prisoners were 
serving sentences in state and federal 
prisons and reformatories throughout 
the nation at the start of 1956, a rec- 
ord high. But the prisoner count was 
greater by only 1.7 per cent, or 3,018 
prisoners. This compares with a 3.2 
per cent increase in the prison popu- 
lation in 1953 and 5.4 per cent rise in 
1954. 


The Golden State 

California is known as the Golden 
State. It is a designation which ex- 
cites the imagination. This state has 
an area of 158,000 square miles and 
a population of 13,000,000, more than 
14,000 miles of paved highways and 
5,500,000 motor vehicles. Six and one- 
half million of its people are “church 
related” of which 4,000,000 are Pro- 
testant' and 2,500,000 are Roman 
Catholics and members of other faiths. 
Approximately 5,000,000 have no 
church connection. 

There are nearly 44,000 licensed 
taverns, saloons and retail liquor 
stores operating in the state as com- 
pared with fewer than 10,000 churches 
of all faiths. The 5,000,000 drinkers 
of the state consumed over 222,000, 
000 gallons of alcohol beverages in 
1954, costing over $800,000,000.

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World’s Jewish Population 
Near Twelve Million 


The latest Year Book published by 
the American Jewish Committee 
shows that the world Jewish popula- 
tion increased over 58,000 last year 
and now is 11,908,448. Nearly half of 
the Jews live in the United States. 
Whereas in the entire world only _ 
four people out of a thousand are | 
Jews. The Jewish population of other 
lands is: 2,000,000 in Soviet Union, 
1,500,000 in Israel, 450, 000 in Eng- 
land, 360,000 in Argentina and 230,- 
000 in Canada The Year Book states 
that “tens of thousands” of Jews in 
the Soviet Union are in prisons and 
forced labor camps. 


Bible Featured on New 
U. S. Postage Stamp 


The Bible is again being featured 
on a U.S. postage stamp, but this time 
it is an entire Bible, not just a proof 
sheet as was the case with the Johann 
Gutenberg stamp of 1952. The new 
three-cent stamp was issued on Labor 
Day and was designed to honor Amer- 
ican labor. 

The design for the stamp was tak- 
en from a mural in the new AFL-CIO 
headquarters building in Washington, 
which depicts a worker with pick, 
hammer and hoe qver his shoulder, 
with an arm about his wife. She is 
seated and is reading to their young 
son from a book which the artist de- 
scribed as “The Book of Life”. 2) 

A spokesman from George Meany, 
president of the AFL-CIO, said “To 
us the Book of Life can mean nothing 
other than the Bible. We take it to 
be a Bible and I think anyone who 
looks at the mural would see it as a 
symbol that the Bible is the one sure 
and certain guide we have in life.”
